QN the 17th of December, 1903, the brothers Wilbur and Orville Wright 
performed a feat that made them the most famous men in aviation 
history. They flew. On that day these brave Americans achieved true 
powered flight at Kill Devil Sands in an aircraft they had built themselves. 
The machine shown here is not the one flown at Kill Devil Sands, but 
another model which was piloted by Wilbur Wright five miles south of Le 
Mans at Hunaudieres Race Course in France in 1908. This was the first 
aeroplane ever to carry passengers. It was also the first one built by the 
Wrights where the pilot controlled it from a sitting position.
